And Its Use At The Earth 
In England Described

before condemning the practice out of hand I should like to ask my critic 
to remember that, in England, one finds at least five foxes in many coun 


tries double that number—for every one that is found in America Except 


in one state (Pennsylvania) and perhaps a few favored districts elsewhere 


the fox is considered vermin in America and every man’s hand is against 


him. He is shot, trapped, dug out, gassed, poisoned, and destroyed by every 


possible means in most places, with the result that he is infinitely more dif 


ficult to catch and much less plentiful than in England, where he is treated 


with as much respect and consideration as a pheasant, or any other game 


which is preserved by law. There is no law against the destruction of foxe

She 
was bred in 1938 and was barren, 
and in 1939 she was bred and got in 
foal. She was due to foal in April, 
1940 but aborted in December, The 
abortion was healthy and showed 
no signs of infection and the men on 
the farm felt sure she shad aborted 
due to a fall which they saw _ her 
take in attempting to jump a ditch. 

‘At any rate, we were encouraged 
to know that she could get in foal 
and that there was no infection after 
the abortion, She was bred again in 
1940 to Cavalcade and on April 20th 
she foaled a large, strong, unusually 
good filly. She had no difficulty in 
foaling and has done very” well 
since then.

MORE THOUGHT BEHIND EXERCISE 


Why is it that the larger the stable, the more grooms available the more 
horses seem to be in trouble? Perhaps it is imagination or merely the weight 
of numbers, but so often the man with one or two horses whom he is able to 
ride himself finishes a hunting season with both horses or one horse intact 
and the owner of an extensive stable of twenty hunters finds half of them 
bandaged to their elbows and the majority of the remainder as rank as when 
the season first started. The owner of the extensive stable of hunters is usual- 
ly fortunate if he has one horse in all his stable that will give him as plea- 
sant a ride as the man who has the time to exercise his own stable, and so 
many times the horses from the big stable are bucking and jumping all 
over the hunting field 

The answer is fairly obvious. One man cannot exercise all of his horses. 
Grooms and exercise boys are brought in and as soon as other people start 
riding horses that are not their own they do things or fail to do things they 
would do if they were paying the feed bills. It is a sad commentary on the 
present state of horsemanship in America, but it is none the less true, that 
the number of young boys growing up to be grooms have very little know- 
ledge of what is required of them in making, schooling and exercising young 
horses. 

The average boy at one of the large stables of hunters in the country would 
probably throw a fit and refuse to work if he were shown a small paddock a 
hundred by fifty feet and told that that was where he was to exercise his 
horses. Five minutes inside of this enclosure and he would feel like a lion in 
a cage, but as a matter of fact, five minutes of the proper kind of drilling in 
a small area is worth all of an hour spent in galloping a horse over a hard 
pasture of a mile or so in length. In the small place he has learned something 
useful, in the pasture, he has only felt a heavy hand on the rein and the de- 
sire to stretch out and gallop, restrained with hard yanks or gratified to 
such an extent that he is pulled up with a tendon that will be filled the next 
day and keep him out of work for a week at which time he will again be gal- 
loped around the big pasture. 

What is there in the small space, that the horse cannot get in the large? 
In the first place the going can be hand picked and during the summer when 
the ground is often baked, a nice shady spot can be selected where the 
ground is still moist and where the grass is long to provide a cushion for legs, 
for, say what you like, to gallop and exercise each day on hard, beaten tracks, 
eventually will tear down bone and sinew. Once the spot is found, the boy 
can start his circles, his figure eights at walk trot and canter. Ten minutes 
walking, ten trotting and ten cantering in as small a space as you can con- 
veniently maneuver will do more for a horse than all the long excursions, for 
in a small space, with circles, the horse learns two important things. He 
learns balance and he learns control. A horse can never take much of a pull 
at the bit traveling in a fifty foot circle or figure eight. Instead he gets his 
hind legs under him, his head flexed and learns a balanced pace. 

Horsemen who have time to work over their own horses come to this kind 
of training. Those who must depend on grooms to do their work for them 
seldom see it done. It is a shame that so many horses go to stables from 
horsemen who have made them well and where all the training goes 
for naught in a few months for lack of practice. All athletes need practice 
and a jumping horse needs practise as much as any other but the practise 
he gets is not exercises in balance that is all important, but long treks with 


_— 
boys or unnecessary schools over fences that do not muscle him up and settle 
half as well as ten minutes cantering in a small tight circle. The proof of 
the pudding is in the eating and the only way to find out is to work a horse 
without circles and jump him and work him in circles and jump him and see 
which time he jumps with the most balance, the most control, with the begt

Mavis; Mrs. Norman deR. White- 
house’s Five Star; Albert P. Hinck- 
ley’s Sky Knees; Mrs. John M. 
Franklin's Charge Account; Mrs. 
Amory S. Carhart’s Sir Romeo and 
Thomas Leiter’s Lew Park went 
away to the first fence. Prophetical- 
ly enough Goldun led the way and 
Comedienne who was definitely to 
take command of the pacemaking 
from the 4th fence on, was left at 
the post, faced at right angles to 
the starters Louis Leith and Mr. 
Brown himself as they dropped their 
flags. (Mr. Brown, who held the 
yellow flag, said later: “It was a 
hard thing to do, the mare was 
standing a length behind’ three 
horses and Louis never saw her.’’) 

It was a rattling fast race from 
flag fall to finish, as Comedienne, 
with her ground-consuming one-lick 
stride, got to the top and really ran 
horses into the concrete like turf. 
At the 2nd Mavis had hit hard and 
had lost R. Beatty, who did not get 
right up and was carried off the 
course by patrol judges. It was later 
found that he suffered fractures of 
arm and hand. Goldun and “Sir 
Romeo with R. Utterback had led 
the way, the latter continuing in this 
front contending position throughout 
the race, to finish 2nd to Comedienne 
by 10 lengths. 

The entire field jumped the 3rd 
without trouble, though there is not 
one spectator in 1,000 who could tell 
you what they did over this fence, 
or the 4th either, for both of these 
fences are going away from you 
{and about 3-4’s of a mile down the 
line), and then the 5th is down be- 
hind the hill and you can’t see it at 
all. In consequence the teeming 
thousands merely oohed and aahed 
unintelligibly, awaiting the comple-

tion of the 1st mile, and the field 
coming back into sight to the 6th 
fence. It was later found that Mr. 
Sidney Watters, Jr. had all but been 
unloaded when Lew Park made a 
mistake at the 4th, but the Mary- 
land gentleman clung to his tack and 
got up with the former hunter. 

At the 6th, Sir Romeo and Comed- 
ienne were all but on even terms, 
the former having possibly a length’s 
advantage. At the 7th, Comedienne 
went into the fence % a length be- 
hind and landed fully 1% ahead, 
putting in one of those low, long, 
flat are speed jumps at this juncture, 
for which she is noted.’ 

Then the flag cutting commenced. 
Mr. Castleman, who had walked the 
course three times, landed over the 
8th and cut towards the 9th without 
observing a red turning marker. He 
was flying. With him he carried 
Sir Romeo, Mr. Mansfield Hughes on 
Field Glass, Mr. Edward H. Bennett 
on Hold Forth, R. Jennings on Sky 
Knees, Mr. J. S. Harrison on Music 
Mountain and Mr. Louis Duffey on 
Five Star. It is possible that J. Gill 
and Ibn Zee went wrong as well. 
However, Mr. John Bosley had the 
courage of his own convictions and 
after having dropped back from his 
pace-making efforts over the first 
three fences, was riding back in the 
pack, saw the flag cut by the leaders 
and went out and turned it properly. 
With him went Mr. Samuel Pfeffer- 
korn, Jr., on Windsor Boy; L. Gib- 
son on Tiger Lane and Mr. Fred Col- 
will on Charge Account. 

What is inconceivable is that some 
of these gentlemen who cut this flag 
were conscious of their mistake and 
yet continued the course and rode 
out their horses to the finish. One 
stated after the race, “I thought they 
had all gone wrong and that they 
couldn't disqualify them all.”’ An- 
other said: “I knew we were wrong, 
but I thought the patrol judge might 
miss it.’’ 


And so this race was really mes- 
sed up. It was apparent what had 
happened to those who knew the 
course, and it seemed so inane that 
these gentlemen would go galloping 
on, without attempting to go back 
and rectify their mistake. Mr. Bos- 
ley seemingly realized his position, 
finished as he pleased, being sure to 
get home ahead of the trio who had 
followed him correctly about the 
flag. When the protest was made, 
the stewards and judges disqualified 
all but Music Mountain. Mrs. Ham- 
ilton’s color bearer’s number was 
run up, No. 9, but the officials had 
not questioned Mr. Harrison Then, 
like George Washington and_ the 
cherry tree, Mr. Harrison climbed up 
to the stewards and told them that 
he had cut the flag the first time 
around, thus Goldun also of his 
training was the deserving winner. 


Perhaps notes on the final two 
miles will be of interest. Darling 
Photos show Comedienne jumping 
like a hurdle horse over the 11th 
(we are in error in our picture cap- 
tion, saying 10th), in front of the 
judges, with Sir Romeo 5 lengths 
away.
